I dsouernment, came dayly into the Realme, to peruert and ſeduce her Maieſties good Dubiects

William Mariden to the tame queſtions beloꝛt pꝛopounded to Anderton, anſwered, That he acknowledged her Maieſtie to 
delawfull Queene of this Realme, and of other her Dominions: and that he tooke himſelfe bound to obey her Maieſtie, ſo far as his o- 
| bedienceimpeached not his duetie to God and to the Church, (meaning the Church of Rome) requiring that he might not bee aſked 
his opinion any further, vntill ſuch caſe of ſentence giuen by the Pope ſhould happen, and further ſaith, that in caſe the Pope would 
ſend any forces into the Realme, to reduce the ſame to the Catholique Religion, (meaning Popery) he would then doe the duetie of a 
Prieſt, that i s, hee would pray, that right might take place. | 1 
And whereas they had both pzomiled befoze the Juſtices ol Aſſiſe, that they would not meddle in perl wading ol any per⸗

ꝛomited no ich her iectg, to em in ma on , 
That he taketh ſuch as be out of the —.— ofthe — — und in — and that therefore hee is bound iu 
conſcience to do what he can to reclaime them. And Marſden ſayth. He may not promiſe not to deale with any of her Maieſties ſub- 
iects in matters of Religion: for that he comming into the Realme to perſwade the Catholique Religion, (meaning Poperie) hee can 
not binde himſelſe not to do that duetie. g N 
Dereby may appeare to all her Maieſties louing and truehearted Subiects, the traiterous purpole of theſe two Semi⸗ 
narie Pzeſts, being boꝛne Subiects ot the Realme, who though in termes and ſpeeches they ſeemed and made 
thew to the Juſtices of Alliſe, of true and duetifull alleageance to the Mueenes Maieſtie their naturall Soueraigne : pet 
whenendeuoure is vſedto vncouer their maſked and fained pzoteſtations, they can not hide their malice and treaſonable 
intentions,euen to their owne confuſions : which appearingthus manifeſtly to the Queenes moſt excellent Maieſtie ha- 
uing ſubſcribed theſe fozmer anſweres with their owne hands, whereas ſhee was much inclined vpon the repoꝛt of the 
ſaid Jultices to affozd them grace and pardon, if they wold haue perſiſted in their fozmer p2oteſtations, finding them now 
vnwoꝛthy thereof, hath left them to the puniſhment appointed by the Law to be inflicted vpon them foz their iuſt offence.
